Church of Scotland Social R«uuion. 
On Wcdno6day evening last tho St. 
Nicholas Hall was filied with tlio 
members and friends of the congrega- 
tion to overflowing. On ontoring wo 
found tbe Hal 1 suitably doooratod, and 
eix tables bounteously provided and 
presided over by ladios of the Church. 
Tho Rov. Mr Somorvillo toolc the 
chair at seven o'clock, and after tho 
audionoo had sung tho 100th Psalm, 
the tea was sorvod to about 400 
guests. A pleasant hour passed in tha 
discussion of tlio material part of tho 
programme, when tlio choir rondorod 
a piooo of sacred rnuaic, " Lilt up 
your heads." Mr Soraervillo then rose 
and in a somewhat witty and humor- 
ous introduction said he bad not had 
tho satisfaction of seeing tho perform- 
ances of the Wizard, who had by his 
olevor slight-of-hund tricks, been 
amusing the people of tho eitj* latoly ; 
ho once, however, early in life, soon a 
player swallow a quantity of lint and 
thou spin from his mouth al nost in- 
numerable yards of cord ; ho had boon 
at Collogo a number of years and had 
swallowed a li'tle of tho lint of learn- 
ing, but still bo could not mako tho 
cord of speech interminable; he found 
that it wculd run out, and iio foit like 
adopting tho csurso of Artomun Ward 
in his attempt to reorganize BcHsj* 
Jane, and lot tho task which ho had 
UDdortakon out by tho job. After 
•which, ho said, that of the Church it 
might bo said as of Thompson's rivor: 
"Some may come aDd some may go, 
But it goes on forever." 
That ho was sony tho assistant ap- 
pointed had withdrawn, and con- 
siderable difficulty had boon cxporo 
ionced by tho Colonial Commitioo in 
tbe seleotion of another, yot that not- 
withstanding cold winds und cold scr' 
moos tho attendance had boon grout, 
and substantial progress mado in 
spiritual aud tomporal prosperity. The 
Church of Scotland had pledged her-, 
■elf to the eroetion of a suitable edi- 
fice, and many of tho members 
who had not yet idontifiud tbomselvos 
with their brothron would then bo 
expeoted to proservo honor with thoir 
mother church. Tho Colony was also 
in a state of promising prosperity. 
Good returns had come both from 
Cariboo and Kootonay. Big Jond, tho 
youngest son of Columbia, had not 
realized tho expectations of bis nurses 
Too much pap aud soft Boup had 
sickened Lvm a little, but tho boy was 
gpiting over it, and Big .Bend was 
euro to bavo a big ond. Commorco 
too was improving. Blind consign- 
ments v/oro yiolding to regular trade. 
Do loDger worothero such anomalies 
as a bank holding a liquor lioence, and 
a bankrupt salaried for real izi nu; his own 
affairs. In many ways iho Colony was im- 
proving ; iho farmcra were firmer, falter and 
luller ; the loroata were yielding to the uxo, 
the 6elds being turned over and tbe tlucka 
multiplying. There mi^ht be many empty 
bouaea in the city, but in the country, home* 
Blends Blood whore no huniestendH Blood bo- 
loro. Then as to the Colonial Government, 
the motto of which had been ' all things by 
turns, and nv.thing loog." Wo wore now on 
tbo eve o' Confederation, Boon would we be 
part of an empire stretching from bco to sua 
with a population combining ull the industry 
and intelligence of tho Ltritish North 
Amenean, all the ennrgy and eagerness ot 
tho American, and all tbe perjoveranco ol 
the old country. The New Dominiou— tho 
very name was suggestive, mir successors 
would huvo prido in proclaiming thumeelves 
born within it. Foolish f=ars were enter- 
tained as regards the cbanoo of Confederate 
favors, but ho was nuro if we returned repre-- 
BeutHlives euob as those wo sent to Now 
Westminster last year, men with too much 
prineiplo to ho bought, and with two much 
sagacity to bo sold, liicro need bo no such 
fears. As to our mother country tbo great 
event had been that the Reform bill was an 
act of Parliament., this puvod tho way to 
position by merit, and merit alone, when even 
the moit noblu would cotnmutid favor only 
by improving tbe advantages of b 13 poaitiun. 
Tarl hunters and spurting men would no 
longer obstruct prouroaeive legislation, while 
Bach men as ibo Duko of Argylo und Laid 
Stanley would bo the nation's prido and de- 
light. In church affairs the most prominent 
nus tbo Pananglioao Synod. His expecta- 
tion^ of ibis had been disappointed. Instead 



of discussing the questions which agitated 
the limes, sucb ns me relation of science and 
'ideology, or tbe province of reason in re- 
ligion, " D-ivo Cameron," " Beware of ihe 
Dog," had been their motto, and they se- 
parated with nn exceedingly safe pastoral.

Information Wanted. 

Tho British Columbia Examiner calls 
upon the Governor to make publio tho 
■tnto of tho Capital question — to any 
whothor or not any decision has boon 
arrived at on tho subject; and if so, 
■whioh place, if either, has boon seloctod 
a« tho futuro Heat of Govornmont oi 
tho Colony ? Our cotomporary arguos 
that tho oxcossivo roticonce obeorved 
by tho Govornmont indicates that a 
decision unfavorable to Now Wostmin- 
eter has been como to ; but, boing 
fully preparod ior tho worst, ho is 
■willing to rocoivo tho unwelcome 
tidings without iurther delay. Our 
cotomporary is right. No good ond 
can bo accomplished by pursuing 
tho prouont reticent policy. Tho 
result is mischievous to Now WcbU 
minstor, whoro an unsottlod and 
undecided stnte of publio fooling ex- 
ists to an extent that paralyzes overy 
interest. As iB natural, thero are 
many rumors afloat as to the naturo 
of tho laBt despatches received by the 
Government j but tho ono which finds 
tho most credence is that which has it 
that the next session of tho Legislative 
Council will bo held at Victoria. Ad- 
mitting this to bo correct, another 
question presents ilseli, viz: When 
•will tho Council bo called together '( 
There is no law that wo know of that 
compolB tho Governor to summon tho 
Council to meet at any stated timo. 
He is not confined to da'es. Tho 
matter iH left discretionary with his 
Excellency. Ho may cull tho Council 
togothor this season or ho may not ; 
and the New WeBtminsterians who 
eagerly scan tho Gazette each week, 
hoping. through iis columns to pene- 
trate tho thick veil of mystery that 
now onshrouds tho movements of tho 
Government on this question, or who 
almost daily perform woary pilgrim- 
ages to tho Camp in tho pursuit of 
knowledgo nnder difficulties, maj* live 
many months before tho unwelcome 
troth bursts upon them. In fact, 
Borne assert that tho secret is locked 
aecurely in tho Governor's breast, and 
that the koy to tho sooret is lost ! Wo 
have long ontertainod tho same opin- 
ion ns our cotemporary : that if tho 
Governor had had any good news for 
New Westminster ears ho would havo 
made it pul lic long pinco. Hence wo 
rather npplauded than condemned his 
Excellency's reticence Tho article in 
the Examiner indicatos a very unsatis- 
factory stato of tho publio mind at 
New Westminster. Any person who 
will lako the trouble to road it, will 
discover that : and snoh being tho case, 
wo claim that justice — wo had almost 
said gratitude— towards those people 
demands that tho truth — unwelcome 
though it may prove- be made known 
at once; although, we aro bound to 
say, that they are fighting shadows 
when they talk and ret as though tho 
removal of tho Capital would deal tho 
place a deathblow. New Westminster 
would actually profit by tho transtor. 
At most sho would miss tho money 
that the few officials now spond there; 
and to compensate her for that Iopb 
tho dorangod public mind would soon 
become trnnqui'izod, the Govornmont 
would bo cheaply administered from 
Victoria, and tho money saved by the 
concentration of tho public busine-s 
devoted "to tho improvement of the 
whole Colony. Even tho " Brighton 
road" to Eurrard Inlet, in placo of 
being as now in a stato of impassi- 
bility, would como in for it3 share of 
improvement out of tho economized 
funds. Therefore wo say again, that 
we have no fears of tho final rosuit of 
this agitation, and lcr tho sako of 
quieting tho public mind at " tho 
Capital," we join our cotemporary in 
asking tho Government to make public 
the docision and givo Westminster a 
chance to turn its attention to the 
development of the latent rosouicos 
which exist so abundantly in its 
neighborhood, instead of, as now, 
ekoing out a miserable existence from 
tho tcanty crumbs that fall from the 
gubernatorial table,

Fees of Office. 

Victoria, 13. 0., Jan. 8, 1868. 
Editor British Colonist :— Tax-payers 
may have noticed in your paper of 2f>tli 
November last, reported tho decision of tho 
Supremo Court In two cases in which the 
Government sought to impose a choree of 
five per cent on laxos in nrrour, in addition 
to tho five per cent provided by law. Tho 
injustice of the practice will be still more 
■Jpparont when it is recollected that tho 
Treasury has been closed against the publio 



during the past eight months. In official 
abatiact of probable Revenue for 1867, I 
Dotice ai rears of taxation duo by Vancouver 
Island, $36 000 -5 percent on which would 
amount to $1800. Clever rathor, on tho part 
of our paternal Government, to lock ilio 
Treasury door against Gtivornment creditors 
and by bo doing to tako occasion to charge 
tho debtor an additional 5 per cent. Pre- 
vious to taking legal oction in the matter, I 
addressed a letter to the Governor, with full 
particulars, and six weeks afterwards res 
ceived official reply "declining to intorfore 
with the Sheriff in the performance of duties 
required of him by law." Judging by tho 
past, cither His Excellency's legal concep 
tions require brushing up, or his law- 
udvisera aro greatly to blame. Wrong ou 
the capital question, as regards its legal 
aspect ; wrong on tho customs question, in 
countenancing the attempt to make tho now 
law retrospective to Ilio detriment of Vic- 
toria merchants only ; wrong on the question 
of sherill's fees and wrong at Carib.io. In 
addressing that letter, I indulged myself with 
the hope that the heavy cloud of bewilder- 
ment which hung over tha executive logai 
mind in the north would have lightened as 
it proceeded pouth, within reach of Attorney 
Generals und law libraries, iu which hope I 
was disappointed, Imagine for au instant 
the absurdity of supposing that nu act 
pissed in England in tho reign of Queen 
Eliz ibeth, 200 jears before the land wo in- 
habit was known to exist, should impose a 
special tax against the people of this Colony ! 

While on this subject— List session I asked 
for a return of tines and seizures in tho Cus- 
toms Department up to 1?0G, and how appro- 
priated. The amount was short of $14,000, 
and tho appropriation, I believe, as stated in 
elauso CLXXXl V of tho Customs Con solida- 
lion Act, 18-13, which reads as follows : 

All penalties or forfeitures recovered in the 
Channel islands or any of the ISritish pos- 
sessions abroad under this, or any act rela- 
tion to the customs, shall be paid into tho 
hands of the collector, or other proper officer 
of 'he port or place, where the same shall 
liavt? been recovered, and shall be divided 
paid and applied as follows; that is to say, 
alter deducting the o! aruos of prosecution 
fmm the produce thereof one- third of the 
net produce shall bo paid to or for iho use ol 
Her Majesty, onu-third to tho Governor or 
Commuuder-iQ-Chiel of the Colony or plan- 
tation; and the other third part to tha seizor 
informer and prosecutor, excepting sued 
penalties and forfeitures ns are from seizures 
made at sea by the commanders or officers of 
Ilur Majesty's ship-of-war, duly authorized to 
make seizures moiety of winch first deducting 
tho charges ol prosecution Irom tho gross 
pro luce, shall ha paid us aforesaid, to and 
far tha lite of Her Majesty, aod tha other 
moiety to the seizor informer or prosecutor, 
sulject nevertheless to such distribution ot 
the product ot the seizures so made at sea, 
as well with regard to the moieiy hereinbe- 
loregranied to Her Majesty, as with regard 
to the other moieiy given to tho Seizor iiifor- 
mflt or prosecutor a* Her Majesty shall 
think fit to direct, by Order in Council or by 
Proclamation. 

Now, whether Customs officers should be 
paid wholly by fixed salaries, or partly by 
salaries aod in part by fees, is a matter upon 
which two opinions might he fairly eolor- 
taiced ; I offer none. But 1 contend that 
any person who shall read attentively the 
following clause of tho Customs Amendment 
Act of 1857, will have a difficulty in under- 
standing why J£ of these finc3 and seizures 
should bo diverted from the Colonial Treas- 
ury to swell tho salary of ihe Governor, 
already out of all prcportion to the 'ax- 
paying capabilities ol the struggling people 
in this overgrown Colony. The section 
read as follows : 

20 AND 21 VICTORIA, CAP , C2. \ 

Whereas doubts have arisen whether the 
several sections of "Tho Customs Consolida- 
tion Act, 1853," other than those containing 
particular provisions relating thereto as also, 
" I he Supplemental Customs Consolidation 
Act 1855," are applicable to Iho British 
possensiotis abroad. Be it enacted lb it the 
said recited acts, and the several clauses 
'.herein, nnd in this Act contained shall, and 
the same are hereby declared, to extend to, 
and be of lull force and effect in the several 
British possessions abroad, except where 
otherwise; expressly provided for by the said 
Acts, or limited by express relerence to tho 
United Kingdom or tlio Channel Islands, 
and exc(]\ also as to any such possession 
us skill by local Act or Ordinance hace pro- 
dded, or may hereafter wdh the sanction 
and approbation of Her Majesty and ILr 
successors, make entire previiion for the 
management and regulation of the Ctirfoms, 
Trade and Navigation of any such posses- 
lion, or may in ike manner express provisions 
tn lieu or variation uf any of the clauses of 
the said AU, for the purposes of such posses- 
sion. 

Now, in the first placo, it may be argued 
that this Colony has, in accordance with ihe 
clause last quoted, made entire provision for 
the management and regulation of tho Cus- 
toms, etc., inasmuch ns the revenue is col. 
Itcted without costing Her Majesty ono 
shilling ; and it would be unreasonable to 
suppose that Her Majesty would claim tho 
disposal of a fund created and collected 
wholly ut the cost of the Colony. And the 
question of a refund might be entertained 
But suppose some technical loopliolo left 
through which tho Government can ingeni- 
ously wriggle— sucli as the omission to quote 
tho Act of '57 in tho Ordinance ol '87, &e; 
As a tax-payer I ask, why has entire pro- 
vision in lieu or variation of clause 
CLXXXIV, for the benefit of tlio exhausted 
Colonial Exchequer, not 'been made. Seeing 
ihat it is a mero matter of scrivenery and ol 
form, the Government have had six years to 
do ii in, and that the subject matter of the 
clause first quoted is clearly not included 
among ihe ''particular provisions'' ulluded 
to in the latter act ?

Mexico. 



Nkw York, Dec. Q7.— Advices from 
tho City of Mexico to thu 19th, received 
via Havana, any that much misery exists 
throughout the Republic in consequence 
of tho exhaustion and disorganization fol- 
lowing the war. A generul call is made 
npon tho Government to take measures 
to prevent the increase of brigandage, to 
which many people tiro compelled to 
resort- by hunger. Pence ia reestablished 
at Tepic, and after many disturbances, 
tranquility 1ms returned to different parts 
of the Republic. 

Havana, Dec. 2G. — Tho steamship 
Virginia brings important news from 
Sisal. The revolution in Yucatan is as- 
suming large proportions. Santa Anna 
has been proclaimed Dictator by the re- 
volutionists, mid is expected hourly with 
men and a million of dollars. The port 
and town of Sisal is in the hands of the 
rebels, but tho port is blockaded by two 
Mtzican gunboats. A number of officers 
who formerly served under tho Empire, 
have arrived at Sisal. The; coast of Yu- 
catan and the vicinity of Sisal is diligently 
watched to prevent tho landing of troops 
coating from any foreign country to aid 
the rebellion. When the Virginia left 
Vera Cruz on the 20th, the Mexican 
steamer Tabasco was about to Sail for 
Sisiil with an expedition to restore au- 
thority. 

Santa Anna is still in this city. Many 
ex-Imperialist, officers have arrived, and 
all seem busily engaged. 

Tub Famine in Northern Sweden, 
"VVo find tho following in tho New 
York. Tribune of November 29ih: 
Tho fatnino in tho northorn part of 
Sweden — abovo lat G2, in a provinoe 
oallod Norrlaud — has now reached its 
climax. The sufferings of its poople, 
with their dwellings surrounded in 
midwinter, by snow from 10 to •->() feet 
deep, aro so great, according to of- 
ficial reports, that immediate relief 
is noodeil to prevent the wbolo num- 
ber of the eufforors — over 300,000 
gouls — dying irom nctual aturva- 
tion. The harvest* in Norrlnnd have 
beon a partial failure for the last five 
yoars; and, during all this time, iho 
people have boruo their mUforlutio 
with remarkable) chsorfultiexs, and 
without, asking for aid of any kind 
whatever; but ibis year's crop having 
been entirely destroyed by frost in a 
single ni^ht, these poor people aro 
left without any means whatever lo 
provide, oven in tho sountiost manner, 
a livelihood for thomrelvos and their 
families. For neatly a year they 
havo snbsistod on " Dark bread mixed 
with moss," and this nourishment— il 
it can bu so named — has so weakened 
their frumos that many are unable t.o 
work, and aro now brought down to 
despair and death, seeing that there 
is not tho least bopo of sustaining 
their lives and families, with a ton 
months winter staring them in tho 
face. Tho Swedish Government, Boo- 
ing the exiromo peril of those sufferers 
being en i rely exterminated by sti r t 
vation, bus nearly emptied all its 
storehouses, and aont tho grain in 
their own war vo°nels to Norrland, so 
as to bo available for tho hufforers bo- 
f'oro the complete froezing up of tho 
Gull of Bothnia: and all over Europe, 
principally in London and Hamburg, 
has tho ofEoiilly sanctioned appeal 
for aid met with a most cheerful and 
liberal rcsponso.
